Irritation from dirt or poorly 
fitting shoes or glov es may also be 
responsible. 


With proper care, y ou can discour­ 
age the likelihood of infection and 
the chances of having unsightly nails 
a s well.

SAN FRANCISCO Ifi - Gov . Wil­ 
liam W. Scranton went on thumping 
the drums hopefully today but Sen. 
Barry Goldwater's supporters plowed 
confidently toward their goal of a 
first ballot presidential nomination 
for the Arizona senator. 


In the face of Scranton's declara­ 
tion that an “ ov erwhelming num­ 
ber of Republicans seem to think 
that I ought to be nominated and 
1 think I ought to he, too,” the 
Goldwater 
forces 
brought 
up 
a 
v igorous dissent. 


Sen. Carl T. Curtis of Nebraska, 
the 
Arizona 
senator's 
conv ention 
floor manager, said that “ we hav e j 
got 
more 
than 
enough” 
d elega te. 
v otes for the nomination “ but we 
want more.” 


“ We want to make the most im­ 
pressiv e showing possible on the first 
ballot when Sen. Goldwater will win 
the nomination.” he said. 


Although Curtis declined to deal in 
numbers. Sen. J ohn G. Tower, R- 
Tex ., another Goldwater strategist, 
said in a separate interv iew “ we'v e 
got more than 700 and we're getting 
more.” A total of 655 conv ention 
v otes is need« ! for the nomination. 


Scranton, the Pennsy lv ania gov er­ 
nor. was a late starter in the contest 
for the GOP presidential nomination. 
In his efforts to win away some of 
Goldwater's supporters by personal 
campaigning. Scranton flew into San 
Francisco Wednesday say ing he can 
wrest the nomination from Goldwater 
and can win in Nov ember. 


At 
a 
sweltering, 
jam-packed 
gathering in the swank Mark Hop­ 
kins Hotel, the Pennsy lv anian said 
he is “ ready to win the nomination 
and 1 am ready to win in Nov em­ 
ber. 


Scranton lias been emphasizing an 
interv iew Goldwater ga v e a German 
news weekly in which he said he 
doesn't believ e, “ as of now.” that 
any G< )P candidate can defeat Presi­ 
dent J ohnson, hut that it might no 
an entirely different story m Nov em­ 
ber. 
The 
hard 
truth 
of 
Goldwater's 
statement is acknowledged by al- 
i most ev ery Republican willing to 
comment on it priv ately . But they 
add that this is not something a lead­ 
ing candidate for the party nomin­ 
ation should be say ing publicly . 
The opponents of the Goldwater 
conserv ativ e stance had produced 
most of their top-rank figures — 
including Gov s. George 
Romnev 
of Michigan and Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller of New York and former am­ 
bassador Henry 
Cabot Lodge — 
without seeming to hav e made a

The Senate Rules Committee rang j 
down the curtain on the sev en-month 
probe into the wheelings and dea l­ 
ings of the former Senate aide with 
a report Wednesday say ing he was 
“ guilty of many gross improprie­ 
ties.” 


But it left it up to the J ustice 
Department 
to determine whether 
Baker should bp prosecuted for any 
v iolations of criminal law.

A separate minority report turned 
in by the committee's three Repub- 1 
lican members accused the Demo­

I “ rights” to hav e additional witnesses j 
called including White House aide 
Walter J enkins, and charged a “ cov ­ 
er-up.” 
J enkins figured in testimony by 
Don B. Rey nolds, a local insurance 
agent with whom Baker was a sso­ 
ciated and who sold two $100,000 life 
insurance policies to President J ohn­ 
son before he became president. 
The GOP members, howev er, said 
they had no major criticism of the 
analy sis of the ev idence in the m a ­ 
jority report. 
“ It does rev eal gross wrongdoing, 
gioss 
improprieties, 
and 
conduct 
j which we believ e to be unlawful,” 
j they said. 
They said their criticism “ is cen­ 
tered upon the fact that the majority 
| refused to call all the witnesses and 
refused to get all the facts.”

32. will be hospitalized from six to 
eight months.

Funkhouser, who was instrumental 
in setting up the state safety code 
before joining the arehiteetual firm 
said the company docs the survey 
m two phases. 


Phase one of the surv ey is con­ 
ducted

three 
parts. 
Part 
one 
deals with the s i t e s the schools arc 
located on. The firm totally inspects 
all utilities leading into tin» schools, 
j 
making sure they meet the min­ 
imum 
requirements of the state's 
code. Part two cov ers the floor plan 
of each school: alarms, ev acuation 
routes, ex its and the number of way s 
! out of a building are cov ered in 
Sthis part of the surv ey . Part three 
idea ls with what the sy stem schools 
i would hav e to do it the findings of 
the first two parts of the program 
did not meet the safety code. 


Phase two of the survev deals 
with the actual repair work being 
done. 
Phillips told ihc members of the 
hoard that the cost of the surv ey 
might be more than the cost of 
making the necessary changes or 
repairs. 
No estim a te of the cost for making 
the surv ey is av ailable because Phil­ 
lips said the costs are v ery flex ible. 
; “ It all depends on the number of 
schools, the number of classrooms, 


the 
ty pe 
of 
construction 
of 
the 
buildings, and many other factors, 
he said. 


When pressed In one of the mem 
bers for a more definite price es­ 
timate, Phillips said that 
$50 per j 
classroom 
was not 
an unrealistic 
amount for the surv ey . 


He hastened to point out. howev er, 
1 that the cost could lie higher than 
i the $50 or on the other hand it 
; could be lower. “ There is just no 
: way we can giv e y ou a flat price 
for the surv ey .” Phillips said, “ we 
guarantee, 
though, 
that 
the 
total 
cost of our surv ey will he fair and 
rea sona ble.” 


No action on the matter will be 
taken by the board until after J uly 
22, when a meeting in the Dix on 
High School cafeteria will be held In 
.J ohn Torrens, county superintendent 
of schools, who will outline the '-ale-

tv regulations. The meeting will be 
at 7 30 p.m. and the public is in­ 
v ited to attend.

SPRLNGEIELD - Springfield , the 
capital of Illinois, is d otted with Lin­ 
coln m em orials, bu t the shrine most 
intim ately associated with his life is 
the only home he ev er owned . This 
u npretentiou s two-story d welling is 
located 
at 
Eighth 
and 
Jackson 
Streets. Lincoln pu rchased the hou se 
in May 1844 as a home for his wife 
of two y ears and their infant son, 
R obert Tod d Lincoln. The Lincolns 
had spent the first two y ears of their 
m arried life in board ing hou ses and 
the Globe Tav ern where board and 
room was $4 a week. 
Lincoln bou ght the 
ho me fro m 
the Rev . Charles D resser, the Epis­ 
copal rector who had m arried hint 
and Mary Tod d on Nov . 4. 1842. 
The pu rchase price was $1 ,500. It 
was here he spent the greater part 
of his m arried life, it w as here 
that three of his child ren w ere 
born and it was from here that he 
left for Washington to assu m e the 
presid ency . 
The hou se is the original stru ctu re, 
stand ing on the sam e location as 
when the Lincolns liv ed in it. How­ 
ev er, the Lincolns d id m ake some 
changes while they liv ed here. Origi­ 
nally it w as a cottage of one and 
one-half stories, bu ilt in 1839 on a 
lot 50x 152 feet. The wall and the 
fence at the front were bu ilt in 1850. 
Lincoln w rote to N athaniel Hay , lo­ 
cal brick m aker on Ju ne 11, and or­ 
d ered “ brick of su itable q u ality and 
su fficient nu m ber . . . to bu ild a 
front fence on a brick fou nd ation.” 
Fiv e y ears later a sim ilar fence 
was continu ed abou t one-fou rth the 
length of the lot on Jackson Street 
with a high board fence ru nning to 
the carriage hou se. Mrs. Lincoln, in 


1 856 , at a cost o f $1 ,3 00, had the 
ho use made a full two stories. 


The hou se is m ad e of nativ e hard 
wood s and white pine; the fram ew ork 
and the floors are oak; the laths are 
hand -split hickory ; the d oors, d oor 
fram es, 
and 
w eatherboard ing 
are 
pine—-grained to resem ble walnu t. 
The original shingles w ere hand -split 
white oak. Mu ch of the constru ction 
w as with wood en pegs and hand m ad e 
nails.

nearly as po ssible to its appearance 
while the Linco lns liv ed there. The 
ho me became a state memo rial in 
1 887 when it was deeded to the 
state by Linco ln’s o nly surv iv ing 
so n, Ro bert To dd Linco ln.

When the Lincolns left for Wash- home on May 19 . 186(1. that Lincoln 
ington in 186 1, they held a pu blic receiv ed the com m ittee appointed to 
sale of their hou sehold fu rnishings, 
some of which w ere pu rchased by 
Lu cian Tilton, who had rented the 
hou se for $3 50 a y ear. Tilton was 
head of the G reat W estern Railroad 
(now the W abash). The Tiltons oc­ 
cu pied the hou se u ntil 186 9 , when 
they mov ed to Chicago. The Lincoln 


formally notify him of his nomination 
for the presid ency .
